SEVENTH JUDICIAL DWTB1CT, 


••view MMI nuteiy 


JMUctal K*tm» »r trash**. 


Th* Timei. aayi it ha» net several 


persons recently who were not aware 
that after th* flrat Monday of January 
next Witshoe county would constitute a 
Judicial District, to be known at tha 
Seventh, and Crumby and Douglas will 
remain as the Second District. Washoe 
will then be restored to the position il 
occupied before January, 1871, when it 
became united with Ormsby and Dong- 
las. It may be of interest to oar read 
era to note the changes that have been 
made in this Judicial District since the 
first organization of the county, and the 
occupants of the bench. 
Upon the or- 


ganization of the Territory of Nevada 
Washue county was made a part of the 
First Judicial District, and Hon. Gor- 
don N. Mott was assigned to it as Judge, 
He was succeeded by Hon. J. W. North 
who presided nnnl the State/ was organ- 
ized, when the Judges were elected by 
the people, and Washoe county became 
the Fourth District. At the first eleo 
tion, in 1884, C. O. Goodwin was elect- 
ed Judge on the Union ticket, over 
John H. Flack, the Democratic |candi< 
date. The Legislature of 1866 changd 
the number of the District, making it 
the Third; and at the next election in 
November, 1866, C N. Harris, Kepub- 
lican, was elected Judge over W. L. 
Kuox, Democrat, and held it for four 
years. The Legislature of 1869, in re- 
arranging the Judicial District, attached 
Washoe to Ormsby and Douglas conn- 
ties, making it a part of the Second 
District, and it has remained snob until 
the present time, in 1870 Judge Har- 
ris waa elected Judge of the Second 
District, the Democratic candidate be- 
ing P. H. Clayfcn, of Carson. 
In 1874 


S. H. Wright, of Carson, was elected 
to succeed Judge Harris over P. H. 
Clayton, who was again nominated by 
the Democrats. 
At the next election 


the candidates were C. 8. Varian, of 
Beiio, Republican, and S. D. King, of 
Carson, Democrat, who was elected. 
Judge King's term will expire the first 
Monday iu January, 1883, and Wathoe 
will retura to her former condition of 
an independent District. • Iu 
conse- 


quence of this change the candidate for 
District Judge will be nominated by the 
respective Cuuuty Conventions of their 
parties, instead of by delegates from 
the district to the State Convention, 
and this fact should not be lost sight of 
in choosing tho delegates to the County 
Conventions.
